This is in reference to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) for information regarding records mentioning David P. Schippers. 
On May 23, 2023, the FBI forwarded documents under our purview for our review and response 
to you. We received your request in our office on June 1, 2023. 


We reviewed the enclosed documents pursuant to the FOIA, title 5, United States Code 
§552. Review included consideration of the “foreseeable harm standard” (i.e., that information 
which might technically fall within an exemption should not be withheld from a FOIA requester 
unless the agency can identify a foreseeable harm or legal bar to disclosure). We have deleted 
information that is exempt from disclosure, as well as, withhold in full pages 14-20 pursuant to 
FOIA exemption (b)(6) and (b)(7)(C). These sections exempt information that could reasonably 
be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of privacy. Additionally, we withheld 
information pursuant to FOIA exemption (b)(3), which protects those records specifically 
exempt from release by statute. The relevant statutes are Section 6 of the Central Intelligence 
Agency Act of 1949, as amended, and section 102A(i)(1) of the National Security Act of 1947, as 
amended. 


You have the right to appeal this response by submitting a written request to the: Defense 
Counterintelligence and Security Agency; ATTN: Office of General Counsel; 27130 Telegraph 
Road: Quantico, VA 22134. Clearly mark the outside of the envelope and your written appeal 
letter: “Privacy/FOIA Appeal”. Your appeal must be received by DCSA within ninety (90) 
calendar days from the date of this letter to be considered timely. Your written appeal letter 
should include the reasons why the requested information should be released and why this action 
may be in error. Include with your appeal letter a copy of your original request and this response 
letter. Please reference tracking number DCSA-B 23-08610. 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) has deleted information that is exempt from 
disclosure pursuant to FOIA exemptions (b)(6) and (b)(7)(C).
